Fire fell from the sky when the Hornet via col- 
umnist Red Beaudry dared suggest a few weeks 
past that freedom of the press is an indeed shaky 
concept on the campus of Sacramento State College. 

We are the first to admit that such a freedom 
(relative to the administration) flowers here. We 
publish without censorship by any one administra- 
tor or representative thereof. 
has not been and is not deluged by phone calls from 


Some 50 issues for the 1965-66 school year will be 
published within a budget of $16,000, $8,000 of which 
comes from a publications appropriation by the 
ASSSC. The other $8,000 is contributed in adver- 
tising contracted by an efficient Hornet business 
staff headed by Wayne Storrs. 

On the theory that the Hornet is the “official 
ASSSC publication,” governors of the group have of 
late taken extreme liberties in thought and action 
revolving around the recent college union advertis- 


There are some who would reduce the Hornet 
to a house organ—a publication to be dictated to by 
the players of a sandbox government—a business 
organization expected to accept without pay or ut 
best with reduced pay the ads of the ASSSC. 

Let it be known the Hornet will not yield to the 
power structure of a group bonded by fraternity, 
office commons and propensity for subordination. It 
is time for those who are wise to admit dissolution 
of press and government. 

“Published by” does not give license to join as 
one the pen and the sword. They have worked best 
through history independently—and so we intend to

But Krier’s main argument 
was that in the past college 
union advertising has been 
granted at cost and the matter 
regarded as a budget transfer 
from College Union Committee 
to the Hornet, in which case 
no contract for advertising 
need be signed by anyone. 

Hornet Business Manager 
Wayne Storrs, acting on be- 
half of the newspaper, offered 
the union committee a six 
pages-for-the-price-of ~ three 
rate, amounting to $352.80. The 
proposition was turned down 

The compromise settlemen’ 
approved Thursday by the 
Board of Publications mus 
still be approved by the Col 
lege Union Committee and the 
Board of Finance. 


Storrs’ Policy 

Storrs recently stated it } 
policy as Hornet advertising 
manager “to charge every or- 
ganization, not to run ads with- 
out a signed contract and to 
collect all accounts.” 

Storrs’ assistant Linda Stew- 
art added, “We want simply 
to maintain our policy of 
charging full advertising rates 
to anyone who advertises with 
us — regardless of who they 
are.” 

Joanne Blenkle, editor-in- 
chief of the Hornet, yesterday 
issued the following statement 
on the “ad” controversy and 
what she see as its larger im- 
plications: 


Basic Issue 

“The issue boils down to the 
basic question of whether the 
Hornet is an ASSSC house or- 
gan or a truly free and respon- 
sible student-owned and stu- 
dent-operated publication. Ac- 
cording to the definition of 
John Krier, we are an ‘arm of 
the ASSSC’ — and hence sub- 
ject to manipulation by the 
ASSSC. 

“We refuse to be put in this 
position. We will not be con- 
trolled by student government 
or any authoritative group or 
person. The ASSSC should be- 
gin to realize that the funds 
appropriated to the Horne! 
represent subscription—ASSS¢ 
subscription at roughly three 
cents per student for each is

“Freedom of the press at 
Sacramento State College? 
Yes, if we have anything to 
do with it.” 

Dr. John Egan, head of the 
journalism department, recent- 
ly gave his interpretations of 
tne issues raised by the union 
“ads.” Egan stated the “policy” 
regarding reduced advertising 
rates has been only a “courtesy 
agreement’ made prior to en- 
tering into a contract. 

It has not been a matter of 
course, Egan continued, and 
to begin treating it as such 
would turn a privilege into a 
right and would change the 
meaning of the Hornet policy 
manual! 

The policy manual’s staie- 
ment that the first purpose of 
the Hornet is “to act as the of- 
fical publication of the student 
association” has been cited by 
Krier and others as the basis 
for reduced rates for ASSSC 
notices and pubiicity 

Egan interpreted this phrase 
to mean only that the Hornet 
will publish news about the 
student association when there

to get the money to build it, 
and who would maintain it 
were questions considered at 
the meeting. 


Sturni said that the recent 
teach-ins have shown a defi- 
nite need for speaking facili- 
ties, but the question arises as 
to who is to build it. 


The committee faces two 
possibilities of purpose for the 
platform. It will be operated 
and controlled by an indivi- 
dual or organization with a 
formal program or series of 
presentations sponsored by 
clubs or other organizations. 
Or it will remain open for free 
public debate on a first-come, 
first-serve basis similar to a 
“Hyde Park” arrangement. 


Check Locations 
Tentative locations for the 
platform is at the northern 
entrance of the quad or near 
the cafeteria in the eastern 
section, close to where the re- 
cent teach-ins were held. 


Whether or not the platform 
will be solid concrete or a 
portable wood structure will 
depend on its ultimate use. If 
a@ permanent structure is 
erected, the committee faces 
the possibility that the present 
quad will become the outskirts 
of the campus as the southern 
portion of the campus is de- 
veloped. 


Purchase and installation of 
@ public address system was 
suggested to the committee. 
Tentative bids of possible de- 
signs for the platform are to 
be submitted to interested 
firms. 


Two Examples 

San Francisco State College 
and San Diego State College 
maintain “expression areas” 
similar to the one proposed, 
said Sturni. The success of 
such a place would depend on 
the interest and participation 
of the student body. San Diego 
has a student chairman of ac- 
tivities who is responsible for 
anyone who speaks on the 
platform. San Francisco’s is 
operated under a looser con- 
trol with more emphasis on 
open forum. 


It was decided that research 


must be done before the next 
meeting of the committee. 

Attending the meeting were: 
Gary Sturni, chairman and hu- 
manities representative; Bar- 
bara Henderson, committee 
secretary; Willis Black, co- 
chairman of Cultural Programs 
Committee; Phil Cecchettini, 
co-chairman of Cultural Pro- 
grams Committee; Donald 
Bailey, dean of students; John 
Cox, executive dean of admin- 
istration. 

Others on the committee but 
not attending include Mary 
Ellen Rivera, woman’s repre- 
sentative; Kit Case, men’s rep- 
resentative, and John Poswall, 
ASSSC president.
